The proposition to issue city 
bonds to not exceed (SO, 000, for the 
construetiOB of a sewerage system 
for Hopkinsville. wi!l be voted on 
by the people ne.xt Tuesday. 

The friends of the proposit.cc as- 
sert that tbe city has paid ft>0.000 
of bonds in 14 years and is now 
about completing $25,000 of street 
constructioa in the last three years 
and witbont increase of taxation. 
That theae aaounts will lessen fu- 
ture expeaaasto euch an extent 
that the sewers can be built with- 
out increasing taxes to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds. It is claimed 
that a Chicago engineer recently 
here to look over the ground, ap- 
proved Engineer McClaid's esti- 
mate and said 930,000 would be suf- 
ficient for the work. The system 
is to provide seveo tniles of sewers 
and septic tanks as needed. Of 
course the aeeda of such a public 
improvement ara recognized by all. 
If tbe Council be given authority to 
act, the whole sanation of the kind 
of sewers can be brought up and 
settled on its merits. If a better 
system can be fousd tbsn tbe one 
recommended, the Council will be 
free to adopt it.
